Corn  contained  at  harvest  (30  to  40  per  cent),  we  have 
taken  every  precaution  in  curing  our  Seed  Corn  to 
insure  as  good  germination  as  possible. 

This  requires  a considerable  amount  of  labor,  not 
to  mention  expense;  but  we  feel  that  this  is  necessary 
to  insure  good  germination,  for  our  ambition  is  to  supply 
the  best  Seed  Corn  obtainable — Corn  that  will  go  into 
the  crib  with  reasonable  assurance  of  its  keeping.

A Later  Report  on  the  Germination  of  Seed  Corn 

The  extreme  amount  of  moisture  in  all  Seed  Corn  this  year  at  harvest-time,  and  the  very  extra- 
ordinarily cold  weather  in  December,  not  allowing  it  thoroughly  to  dry  out,  injured  the  germination  to  a 
very  marked  degree.  This  condition  is  not  peculiar  to  Lycoming  County  or  Pennsylvania,  but  is  general 
throughout  the  northern  Corn-growing  belt  of  the  United  States. 

R.  H.  BELL,  Lycoming  County  Farm  Agent,  reports,  under  date  of  February  2,  that  110  samples  of  Corn 
were  gathered  by  him  and  sent  to  State  College  for  germination  test,  50  of  the  samples  were  picked  and  stored 
for  seed,  and  60  of  the  samples  were  crib  Corn,  mostly  from  the  river-bottom  farms,  where  the  early  September 
frosts  did  not  seriously  affect  maturity.  The  best  samples  of  crib  Corn  germinated  only  64  per  cent,  the  Corn 
that  was  stored  for  seed  purposes  showed  only  a fair  germination,  and  not  a single  sample  showed  perfect 
germination,  that  is,  95  per  cent  to  100  per  cent. 

We  can  verify  the  above,  for  we  ourselves  have  tested  over  one  hundred  samples  from  nearly  as  many 
Lycoming  County  farms  and  the  results  were  practically  the  same. 

WE  HOPE  BY  SELECTION  to  save  out  of  this  wreck  a few  hundred  bushels  that  will  germinate 
fairly  well,  and  we  are  going  to  mark  every  lot  of  Corn  sent  out  with  the  actual  germination  as  shown  by  our 
test.  Every  farmer  who  has  Seed  Corn  should  test  it,  so  that  seed  planted  this  spring  will  produce  an 
average  yield,  for,  if  there  ever  was  a time  when  the  world  demanded  a large  yield,  it  is  this  season. 

CORN  FOR  THE  CRIB.  We  would  caution  the  farmer  about  planting  Corn  raised  south  of  us  for 
grain,  as  we  feel  it  is  better  to  plant  Corn  that  is  acclimated  to  our  section,  even  though  the  germination  is 
not  so  good,  than  to  take  a chance  on  southern-grown  Corn  that  may  germinate  fairly  well  but  will  not 
mature.  (This  does  not  apply  to  Silo  Corn;  see  note  below.) 

TESTED  FOR  GERMINATION.  Before  sending  out  Seed  Corn  we  make  a germination  test  and  will 
mark  on  the  label  the  percentage  that  germinates,  so  that  the  purchaser  will  know  exactly  how  many  kernels 
out  of  one  hundred  will  grow.  This  will  protect  the  farmer  and  he  can  plant  accordingly.  Furthermore,  we 
believe  it  would  be  good  practice  to  plant  Corn  a little  more  thickly  this  year,  so  as  to  be  sure  of  a stand.

Good  seed  will  be  scarce  and  sold  at  a 
premium,  and  the  longer  he  puts  off  purchasing,  the  more  it  will  cost. 


GETTING  AHEAD  OF  THE  CROWS 

Every  season  the  crows  do  inestimable  damage  to  the  Corn  crop  by  pulling  up  the  young  shoots.  Many 
devices  and  remedies  are  tried  with  varying  success,  each  having  its  limitations.  t • • 

Fortunately  there  is  now  a simple  and  sure  method  for  preventing  the  depredation  of  the  elusive  crow. 
Put  the  dried,  shelled  Corn  in  a pail  and  add  just  enough  Pyrox  paste  lightly  to  coat  each  kernel.  The  Pyrox 
should  be  vigorously  stirred  before  being  added  to  the  Corn,  as  the  stirring  reduces  the  Pyrox  to  a creamy 
consistency,  in  which  form  it  makes  the  best  coating  for  the  kernels.

In  about  ten  minutes  the  moisture  in  the  Pyrox  will  have^been  absorbed  and 
the  Corn  may  be  used  in  the  planter.  Crows  will  not  pull  or  touch  Corn  so  treated,  and  this  simple  process 
will  save  the  time  and  expense  of  replanting.
